ELDER CHRISTENSON HAS A TALK 


The Persecution in Jasper County, 


Says Christenson, Will Only 
Make His Co-Workers More 
Determined To Uplift 
People of Georgia. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., July 28.—(Special.)— 
K representative of The Constitution 
called at the headquarters of the southern 
propaganda of the Mormon church in this 
city this afternoon to learn ‘f anything 
had been heard from the three elders said 
to have been spirited away In some mys- 
terlous manner in Jasper county, Geor- 
gia. 

President Rich, who f{s tn charge of the 
southern work of the church, is absent in 
Chicago, but he had communicated with 
Presiding Elder C. O. Christenson, who is 
temporarily in charge, by wire this morn- 
ing, notifying him to use every effcrt to 
learn the fate of the men carried cff by 
the mob. President Rich further stated 
that the matter was being taken up from 
Chicago and that if anything herpened to 
the men the Mormon church weuld not 
rest until there had been full and ample 
expiation for the crime. 

Presiding Elder Christenson snoke very 
freely aLout the matter. He had Just re- 
turned yesterday from Fiovilla, Ga., 
where he had been at work with several 
other elders. The names of the elders en- 
gaged in the work in that vicinity are 
Rencher, Porter, Rogers.

SITUATION AT APIA SERIOUS.

San Francisco, July 28.—Samoan advices 
under date of July l4th, were received | 
today by the Steamer Moana, as follows:

South Atlanta District Conference of 
Methodist Church. 


ADDRESS BY W. R. HAMMOND 


On the Twentieth Century Educa- 
tional Movement. 


WHAT METHODISTS PROPOSE TO 80 


Church in South Expected, To Fvise 
a Million and a Half Dollars 
To Aid Education. 


Stockbridge, Ga., July 28.—(Special.)— 
The south Atlanta district conference of 
the Methodist church, south, met here 
today and was addressed by Hon. W. R. 
Hammond, of Atlanta, upon the twentieth 
century educational movement. Mr. Ham- 
mond said: 

“A call has been made by the general 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, upon the church for $1,500,- 
Seventy-five 
of this fund is to be under the 
control of the various annual conferences 


| where raised, and must be used and ap- 


propriated by these conferences to tue 
various educational institutions which 
are the exclusive property of’the church. 


| The remaining portion, after paying the 
| expenses 


of the canvass, is to be used 
for the permanent endowment of the the- 
a department of Vanderbilt univer 
Sity. 

“A emilar movement is on foot, but 
on a much larger scale, among our north- 
ern brethren. The Methodist Episcopal 
church proposes to raise $20,000,000. The 
Wesleyan Methodists, in England, are 
raising $5,000,000; the Canadian Metho- 
dists $1,000,000, and the Congregational 
church, in England, $2,500,000. Thus it an- 
pears that there is a grand movement 
on a maginilicent scale of these Chris- 
tian denominations to raise a twentieth 
century endowment fund for Christian 
education of $30,000,000, 

“These facts present an object lesson 
to the world which is full of wonderful 
significance. Many assaults have been 
made upon the Christian faith during 
the lifetime of the generation of men who 
are now in their intellectual prime, and 
these assaults have been supposed by 
many to be irresisitible and convincing, 
yet here we have a spontaneous move- 
ment, led by the leaders of thought in 
the Christian world, who cannot be de- 
nied to be the equals in intelligence and 
general information of those who are the 
leaders on the other side, which has for 
its object, not alone the teaching of theo- 
logical dogmas or peculiar denomination- 
al tenets of faith, but the diffusion of 
general information in all branches of 
learning. ‘The church is opening wide 
the door and proposes to aid in the gen- 
eral diffusion of all knowledge, whether 
it relates to the special facts concerning 
the Christian faith or the most advanced 
scientific teachings in regard to all those 
subjects which have been suposed tv 
militate against the faih held by those 
who believe the Bible to be the word of 
God. The time was when the church 
sought to suppress scientific truth, sup- 
posing it to be incompatible with Bible 
teaching, but that time has long since 
gone by, and now the church proposes 
to equip its ministry and laity with the 
fullest knowledge on all. branches of 
truth, and to claim for the great spir- 
itual teachings of the Bible the same 
recognition that is claimed for any other 


| truth in the entire range of human Knowl- 
edge, 


wherever it may be found. 

“The men who are at the head of this 
movement are Christian thinkers wh» 
are not a whit behind:-the most advance:l 
scholars in other branches of learning. 
and 
well all that has been said 
proven in regard to those things 
are claimed to have made inroads 
upon ,the foundations of Christianity. If 
anything has been proven that ought to

That it has been form- 
ulated with an eye to such modifications and compromises as May appear, 
on further and more mature consideration, to be just and reasonable may 
be taken for granted. This view of the matter brings Atlanta face to face 
with opportunities which cannot, in the nature of things, be ignored. Not 
only does it bring opportunities, but it disposes of the necessity of the 
long discussion which has occurred in other cities in regard to the right 
and expediency of municipal ownership. In Mr. Hurt’s proposition, leav-

The most significant feature of Mr. Hurt’s proposition is the recogni- 
tion of the essential advantage to be derived from municipal ownership.

Practical Kind of Mercy. 

People who hastily condemn crime 
and judges who with little real consid- 
eration sentence criminals to penalties 
Which must result in lifetime disgrace, 
seldom pause to reflect how they might 
have acted under similar temptation, 
and how they would like to 
have been dealt with when arraigned 
for punishment.

Progressive Lynching. 


Editor Constitution—The alarming in- 
crease of lawless lynchings in the south 
is attracting the attention of the 
lized world, and however earnestly its 
advocates may defend it as a need, the 
sentiment of the world condemns and | 
holds it to be evidence of imperfect civi- | 
lization. While it is true that much of 
unfriendly criticism comes from those 
who are ignorant of the real situation, yet 
it is also true that we who live in the 
immediate vicinity do feel the need for 
change of practice. Years ago under the 
reign of terror which we term tho “‘re- | 
construction period” the crime of rape by 
negroes began to menace the safety of 
the sparsely settled districts of the south. 
It was promptly dealt with without re- 
sort to law. The criminal was put 
to death without torture, and many held 
this to be not only a remedy, but the 
only remedy; but the crime, instead of 
decreasing, became more and more com- 
mon; torture was added to the execu- 
tions, yet the evil increased. Soon other 
crimes were added to the list of “un- 
mentionables’” we need not recapitulate; 
we all know the wretched story. In 
Louisiana six Italians were put to death 
by a mob for crimes committed, but 
without trial by law; this involves a 
foreign complication and interference by 
the federal power. Later in our own 
state comes tidings that Mormon mis- 
sionaries are “carried off” and we are 
left in doubt as to their fate, but are 
told that their doctrines were not ac- 
ceptable to the people, so we are left to 
draw our own inference. 

I hold it to be true that brutal punish- 
ments do not prevent brutal crimes, but 
rather tend to increase and perpetuate 
them. Is not this true, as chown by 
the words of history? I ask the question 
and trust that some advocate of con- 
tinued lawlessness will reply.
